Such is the case with the symp­ 
tom long known as heartburn. If 
you ever lived in the more remote 
parts of the Ozark mountain? of 
Missouri you might not under­ 
stand unless it was referred to as 
“ water brash.” Sour stomach is 
also used, although because the 
stomach is always sour, at lea?t 
acid, this term does not appeal 
to purists. 
It is supposed to he associate ! 
with acid dyspepsia or possibly 
ulcer, although this is not IOO per 
cent true. What it consists of. to 
get down to facts, is the rising up 
of or regurgitation of acid mater­ 
ial into the throat after a more 
or less full meal. The acid. which 
is nothing more than the normal 
hydrochloric acid of the stomach 
contents, gives 
a 
sensation 
of 
burning up and down the esophe- 
gus and over the heart region, 
hence the name heartburn. 


Familiar Symptom
